Therefore, the screen is guided in 
guides provided with sill and header as recited in claim 2, lines 1-2 and grooves 
disposed adjacent to the header and sill framing section as recited in claim 10, lines 1-2, 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered.

Claims 1, 2, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention.

In claiml, line 5, the 
phraseology "available as desired" is not readily understood by the Examiner.

As best understood, claims 1, 2, and 10 are further rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Johnston. Johnston discloses a "window 
assembly" having a jamb pocket assembly (header (15), sill (14), and a pair of jambs 
(12 and 13)), a retractable spring biased screen assembly comprising a screen (11) 
wherein the screen is guided within guides. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 2, and 10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
